The Tobacco Pool 


TTIE Wisconsin department of markets is 


straining every resource to close the to- 


bacco pooj. It lacks considerable of the nec- 
essary tobacco acreage. We do not pretend to 
know how important this plan will prove to 
the farmers. But we accept the judgment of 
the department of markets, because it 
has 


studied the question thoroughly. Its officials 
are experts. We can not all find time to solve 
all the questions that arise in our complex 
situations, so we employ experts to work them, 
out for us. Private industry hires 'experts. 
Governments hire experts. 
That is what the 


Wisconsin government did when it set up the 
department of markets and secured the serv- 
ices of Mr. Nordman and .his associates. They 
are not immune to error, but on the whole they 
probably know far more about the marketing 
question than any other group of men in the 
state. To form the tobacco pool means not a 
farthing to them, personally. Their only inter- 
est is to render such public service as will 
justify their official employment. They would

of 
railroad 
trains 
throughout the country. 


In the dispatchers' offices of the 


Burlington and Milwaukee the dis- 
cussion of radio operation of trains 
is a live topic of conversation. The

Safety Developments 
Then came the telegraph, and the 
red light, and the resulting inter- 
mittent communication between dis- 
patcher and the running train. 
As 


the airbrake 
was 
perfected 
and 


speeds and weights increased, 
the 


block signal system came into use, 
extending intercommunication even 
further. 


Now comes the automatic 
train 
control, to insure that engineers do 
•with their trains what the signals 
say they must do. Yet even that is 
held fallible. 
For a human being 
makes mistakes. 
And when he is 


propelling a many-ton transport at 
tremendous speed and power across 
the country, with only intermittent 
communication with those who might 
•warn him against danger or give him 
his orders, he carries heavy respon- 
sibilities. 


Radio Called Answer 
"Radio is the answer," Mr. Sanial 
says. "Radio telephones would keep 


conductors and engineers in continu- 
ous touch with all stations on the 
right of way. Its installation by le- 
gal enactment is sure to come, just 
as did the airbrake, the block signal 
and the automatic train control."

exertions of the fire company and all 
able bodied citizens, the entire block 
on the east side of Front street be- 
tween State and Main, with the ex- 
ception of Clark's saloon, was burn- 
ed to the ground, entailing a loss of 
$30.009, part of which was covered 
by .insurance. 
This inflicted a blow 


upon the city's appearance 
which 


was almost paralyzing. 


The fire had the effect, however, of 


augmenting the strength of the de- 
partment and causing the passage by 
the common council of an ordinance 
defining the city fire limits. 
The 


measure provided that none but fire 
proof materials should be used in the 
construction of buildings within the 
limits prescribed—Second, Mt. Ver- 
non and Vine streets and the Mis- 
sissippi river, and imposed penalties 
for failure to be thereby governed.

PRAIRiE Ell CHIEN 


Famous Indian Chief Hid in 


Branches of Famous Tree 


After His Capture 


PRAIRIR DU CHIEN, Wis.—Fam- 


sous olrl Black Ha-.vk's tree at Prairie 
tin Chion is dying, yet spoms loath to 
give up the ghost. 
This 
summer 


apjiin a few twigs have leafed out, 
showing that, the storied tree though 
so far gone, stil has a few breaths 
left. 
A stump is all that remains of 


one- of the twin trunks—the other 
towers stark and spectre-fashion, its 
p a u n t . dead branches stretching up 
l i k u protesting arms, their bareness 
m a n t l e d with greenery at only one 
place. 


I t s story harks back to the days 


v.-hen the great Indian warrior, Black 
Ila-.vk, led the Sacs and Foxes in re- 
volt, against the white 
man's 
en- 


croachment upon their tribal hunting 
grounds along the Upper Mississippi. 
11 any of the events of the war which 
history has named after the chief, 
centered about Prairie du C'liien and 
Fort Crawford where Zachary Tay- 
lor commanded and Jefferson Davis 
did duty as lieutenant. 
After the 


rout of the Indians at the Battle of 
Bad Axe, Chief Black Hawk 
was 


brought prisoner to Fort Crawford 
It was while there, before he had 
started on the long journey east to 
Fortress Monroe under the "escort of 
Lieutenant Davis, t.hi.t Black Hawk, 
as the story goes, escaped from his 
guard one day, and to elude pursuit 
climbed into the tree and hid him- 
self among its branches. 


There are those who scoff at the 


tale, pronouncing it the most mythi- 
cc.1 of myths, yet so tenaciously does 
it cling, that as long as any one can 
remember, the tree has been allowed 
to stand in the center of one of the 
town's principal streets with never a 
suggestion that it should 
be 
cut 


down. 
A motor touring route has 


been made of the street and daily 
many tourists swing their cars out 
to pass the tree and stop a moment 
to conjure up the dramatic scene o£ 
long ago.
